HOUSTON (AP) — In one 

photo, one of 88 men in 
a cell meant for 41 press¬ 
es a piece of cardboard 
against the window, with 
the word "help." In anoth¬ 
er, a man lowers his head 
and clasps his hands as if 
in prayer. And in a third, a 
woman wearing a surgical 
mask presses both of her 
handsagainstthe glass. 

The images were released 
Tuesday by U.S. govern¬ 
ment inspectors who vis¬ 
ited facilities in South Texas 
where migrant adults and 
children who crossed the 
nearby borderwith Mexico 
are processed and de¬ 
tained.

As public outrage grows 
over the conditions in 
which thousands of people 
— some no more than a 
few months old — are be¬ 
ing held by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, the report offered 
new cause for alarm. It 
quotes one senior govern¬ 
ment manager as calling 
the situation "a ticking time 
bomb." 

"Specifically, when de¬ 
tainees observed us, they 
banged on the cell win¬ 
dows, shouted, pressed 
notes to the window with 
their time in custody, and 
gestured to evidence of 
their time in custody," the 
report says. BuzzFeed first 
reported on a draft version 
of the report, which blurs 
most faces in the photos. 
An autopsy report also re¬ 
leased Tuesday confirmed 
that a 2-year-old child who 
died in April had multiple 
intestinal and infectious re¬ 
spiratory diseases, includ¬ 
ing the flu. Wilmer J osue 
Ramirez Vasquez is one of 
five children to die after 
being detained by border 
agents since late last year. 
Two of the other four also 
had the flu. 

The autopsy report says 
Wilmer was in "respiratory 


distress" April 6 when he 
was taken to an emergen¬ 
cy room. His grandmother, 
Dorotea Castillo, told The 
Associated Press in June 
that Wilmer was already 
in delicate health when 
they left Guatemala, and 
crossed into the U.S. with 
a high fever and difficulty 
breathing. 

The Border Patrol said after 
Wilmei J s death that it had 
detained Wilmer and his 
motherforthree dayswhen 
she told agentsherson was 
ill. It didn't specify if that 
was the first report or sign 
that Wilmer was sick. The 
agency did not respond 
to follow-up questions sent 
Tuesday. 

Pediatricians called again 
on borderauthoritiesto ac¬ 
cept their offer to provide 
volunteer medical care to 
migrants in detention. U.S. 
Customs and Border Pro¬ 
tection rejected the offer. 
RogerMaier, a CBP spokes¬ 
man, said anyone who 
needs medical attention 
beyond what government 
and contractstaff can pro¬ 
vide is taken to a local hos¬ 
pital. 

The Border Patrol made 
132,887 apprehensions 
in May, including 84,542 
adults and children trav¬ 
eling together. With long¬ 


term facilitiesforadultsand 
children at capacity, Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump's ad¬ 
ministration has said it has 
to hold people in unsuit¬ 
able Border Patrol facilities 
for much longer than the 
72 hours normally allowed 
by law. 

Auditors from the Depart¬ 
ment of Homeland Secu¬ 
rity's inspector general vis¬ 
ited five facilities and two 
portsof entry in South Texas' 
Rio Grande Valley, where 
more people cross the U.S.- 
Mexico borderillegallythan 
any othersection. The dan¬ 
gers there were recently il¬ 
lustrated in images shared 
around the world showing 
a young fatherand daugh¬ 
ter who drowned trying to 
enter the U.S. by crossing 
the Rio Grande. 

In a statement included in 
the report, DHSblamed "an 
acute and worsening cri¬ 
sis" and said it had tried to 
expand detention capac¬ 
ity and improve the condi¬ 
tions under which migrant 
families are held. DHS did 
not immediately respond 
to a request for further 
comment from The Associ¬ 
ated Press. 

The photos provided in the 
report were digitally ma¬ 
nipulated to obscure the 
faces of the prisoners and 


therefore did not meet the 
AP's standards for distribu¬ 
tion. 

Immigrant advocates 
blame the Trump admin¬ 
istration for refusing to 
promptly release families, 
children and people seek¬ 
ing asylum, leading to in¬ 
creased numbers of peo¬ 
ple detained. 

The report details several 
potential violations of fed¬ 
eral law or Border Patrol 
standards: 

— Two facilities inspected 
had not provided chil¬ 
dren access to hot meals 
until the week that audi¬ 
tors arrived. Some adults 
were only receiving bolo¬ 
gna sandwiches, causing 
constipation and in some 
cases requiring medical at¬ 
tention. — Of 2,669 children 
detained by the Border 
Patrol in the region, 826, or 
31% had been held there 
longerthan 72 hours More 
than 50 children under the 
age of 7 were waiting to 
be moved to long-term 
facilities, some of them for 
more than two weeks. In 
one photo, women and 
children appeared to be 
sleeping on the ground un¬ 
der Mylar blankets. 

— Many adults hadn't 
showered despite having 
been held for as long as a 


month. Some were being 
given wet wipes to clean 
themselves 

The report also detailed 
"security incidents" at mul¬ 
tiple facilities, including one 
case in which detained mi¬ 
grants refused to re-enter 
their cell after it had been 
cleaned. People detained 
have also in some cases 
clogged toilets with their 
Mylar blankets and socks 
in orderto be let out of the 
cells. 

The report was released a 
dayaftera group of Demo¬ 
cratic congressmen visited 
the Border Patrol facility in 
Clint, Texas, on the other 
side of the state, where 
lawyers previously reported 
some 250 children being 
detained in squalid condi¬ 
tions. One of the congress¬ 
men, U.S. Rep. Joaquin 
Castro of Texas, alleged 
that a woman told them 
she was instructed to drink 
water from a toilet. Castro 
shared a video he took 
from inside one facility. 

Elijah Cummings, 
a Maryland Democratwho 
chairs the House Commit¬ 
tee on Oversight and Re¬ 
form, said top Homeland 
Security leaders would tes¬ 
tify before his committee 
next week on the treat¬

Dietzel also is the CEO of 
another online donation 
company that Republicans 
have used, Anedot, and he 
said some have likened the 
party's top-down effort to 
socialism.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi¬ 
dent Donald Trump mar¬ 
shaled tanks, bombers and 
other machinery of war on 
Tuesday fora Fourth of July 
celebration that tradition¬ 
ally is lig ht o n milita ry mig ht, 
while criticsaccused him of 
using America's military as 
a political prop. 

Under White House direc¬ 
tion, the Pentagon was 
scrambling to arrange for 
an Air Force B-2 stealth 
bomber and other war¬ 
planes to conduct flyovers 
of the celebration on the 
National Mall, there will be 
Navy F-35 and F-18 fighter 
jets, the Navy Blue Angels 
aerial acrobatics team, 
Armyand CoastGuard he¬ 
licopters and Marine V-22 
Ospreys 

A small number of 60-ton 
Army Abrams battle tanks 
were sent to Washington 
by rail to be positioned on 
or near the National Mall, 
though the District of Co¬ 
lumbia government fired 
back with its own verbal 
salvo. 

'Tanks, but no tanks," it 
tweeted, adding that the 
Pentagon itself said last 
year that a tank's steel 
tracks could damage city 
roadways. Also scheduled 
to make appearances 
overthe Mall are the presi¬ 
dential Air Force One and 
Marine One aircraft. 

Trump, casting the ex¬ 
travaganza as a "Salute 
to America," tweeted on 
Tuesday that military lead¬ 
ers are 'thrilled" to partici¬ 
pate. If so, they were hiding 
it well. Pentagon officials 
referred questions to the 
White House. Military offi- 
cialswould notevensayon 
the record whether Gen. 
Joseph Dunford, chairman 
of the J oint Chiefs of Staff, 
plans to attend. 


"Military Leaders a re thrilled 
to be doing this & showing 
to the American people, 
among other things, the 
strongest and most ad¬ 
vanced Military anywhere 
in the World,"Trump tweet¬ 
ed. "Incredible Flyovers & 
b ig g est eve r Fire wo rks!" 

'This is raw politicization," 
countered Loren Dejonge 
Schulman, a senior fellow 
at the Center for a New 
American Security and a 
Pentagon and White House 
official during the Obama 
administration. She said in 
an email exchange that 
Trump's use of the military 
appears to be less about 
honoring the men and 
women serving in uniform 
than about trying to "brag 
to and humor" his political 
cronies 

Rep. Betty McCollum com¬ 
plained, "Mr. Trump is hijack¬ 
ing the celebration and 
twisting it into a taxpayer- 
funded, partisan political 
rally that's more about pro¬ 
moting a Trumpian cult of 
personality than the spirit of 


American independence 
and freedom. The Minne¬ 
sota Democrat, who chairs 
the Interior Appropriations 
subcommittee, said the In¬ 
terior Department and the 
Pentagon have not an¬ 
swered multiple requests 
for details on how much 
the event will cost. 

White House officials sought 
to counter the criticism by 
stressing that the president 
would deliver a patriotic 
speech at the Lincoln Me¬ 
morial during an event that 
he has billed as honoring 
the U.S. armed forces. 

The administration under¬ 
cut its own assertion of it 
being a nonpolitical event, 
however, when seniorpres- 
idential adviser Kellyanne 
Conway said the speech 
will highlight 'the sue cess of 
this administration in open¬ 
ing up so many jobs for in¬ 
dividuals, what we've done 
for veterans," in addition to 
celebrating democracy, 
patriotism and the military. 
A fundamental feature of 
the military's role in Ameri¬ 


can democracy is its insu¬ 
lation from politics, which is 
meant to ensure the armed 
forces' loyalty to the Con¬ 
stitution rather than to an 
individual elected leader. 
That is why, for example, 
members of the military a re 
not allowed to participate 
in political campaigns, and 
why Trump's first defense 
secretary, J im Mattis, slow- 
rolled a White House plan 
fora Veterans Day military 
parade last year. 

Muscular military displays 
of the kind that are com¬ 
mon in authoritarian coun¬ 
tries like China and North 
Korea are not quintessen¬ 
tial^ American, although 
military bands and honor 
guards customarily par¬ 
ticipate in holiday parades 
and warplanes sometimes 
are used in flyovers at big 
sporting events. The U.S. 
traditionally has not em¬ 
braced showy exhibitions 
of raw military power as a 
claim of international pres¬ 
tige and influence. 

Trump had wanted a mili¬ 


tary parade of tanks and 
other equipment in Wash¬ 
ington after he watched a 
military parade on Bastille 
Da y in Pa ris in 2017. His p la n 
eventually was scuttled, 
partly because of cost, 
though he apparently held 
on to the idea. Local offi¬ 
cials objected at that time, 
too. 

A ticket-only area in front 
of the Lincoln Memorial is 
being set aside for VIPs, 
including members of 
Trump's family, friends and 
members of the military, 
the White House said. 

The Republican National 
Committee is distributing 
a "small number" of tickets 
to the event, which it says 
is standard practice and 
follows what the Demo¬ 
cratic National Commit¬ 
tee did under Democratic 
presidents. However, those 
were smaller events at the 
White House, for example, 
and not major productions 
taking over the National 
Mall. 

David La pan, a retired Ma¬ 
rine colonel and formerse- 
niorspokesman atthe Pen¬ 
tagon and the Department 
of Homeland Security, said 
enlisting troops for a Fourth 
of J uly event in the nation's 
capital only adds to their 
stress. 

"After 18-plus years of war, 
we have asked a lot of our 
military and their families, 
and they have sacrificed," 
La pan said. "Let's give them 
a day off ratherthan a day 
on for this holiday." 

Some Democrats in Con¬ 
gress objected to what 
they saw as Trump's politi¬ 
cal motives 

"Most shameful of all is the 
fact that our military is be¬ 
ing co-opted for a gratu¬ 
itous display of strength by 
a comma nderin chief who 
relishesthe attention of dic¬ 
tators and despots," she 
saidO

U.S wont impose 
rule to protect a gainst 
coal ash spill costs

Tie Trump administration 
said Tuesday that it won't 
require electric utilities to 
show they have money to 
clean up hazardous spills 
from power plants despite 
a history of toxic coal ash 
releases contaminating riv¬ 
ers and aquifers. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency officials said Tues¬ 
day that modem industry 
practices and recently 
enacted regulations are 
sufficient to shield taxpay¬ 
ers from potential cleanup 
costs. 

The finding comes after 
the EPA last year reversed 
a related proposal under 
President Barack Obama 
that would have imposed 
new financial requirements 
on the hard rock mining in¬ 
dustry. 

In both cases, industry lob- 
byistspushed backagainst 
requirements that could 
have meant higher costs 
forcompanies. 

The Associated Press re¬ 
ported last yearthat major 
utilities across the nation 
have found evidence of 
groundwater contamina¬ 
tion at landfills and ponds 
used fordecadesasdump- 
ing groundsforcoalash. 
Heightened levels of pol¬ 
lutants— including arsenic 
and radium in some cases 
— were documented at 
plants in numerous states, 
from Virginia and Montana 
to Alaska. 


Utilities and other com¬ 
panies in 2017 produced 
more than 111 million tons 
(101 million metric tons) of 
coal ash, primarily from 
burning the fuel for power 
generation, according to 
the American Coal Ash 
Association. Much of the 
ash is recycled or used for 
industrial purposes such 
as concrete additives, but 
huge volumes end up in 
long-term storage. 

Coal ash disposal went 
largely unregulated until 
a 2008 spill at a Tennes¬ 
see Valley Authority power 
plant in Kingston, Tennes¬ 
see. A containment dike 
burst and flooding cov¬ 
ered lessthan halfa square 
mile (nearly 1.2 square ki¬ 
lometers), dumped waste 
into two nearby rivers, 
destroyed homes and 
brought national attention 
to the issue. 

In 2014, an estimated 
39,000 tons (35,380 metric 
tons) of coal ash spewed 
into the Dan River after 
a drainage pipe running 
below a waste dump col¬ 
lapsed at a Duke Energy 
plant in Eden, North Caroli¬ 
na. The toxic sludge turned 
the rivergray formore than 
70 miles(112 kilometers). 
Those accidents helped 
spur new EPA regulations 
in 2015 that were intended 
to increase oversight of the 
industry.

Alert level inc teased at world's 
largest volcano in Hawaii

HONOLULU (AP) — Federal 
offic ia Is ra ised the a lert lev¬ 
el Tuesday for the world's 
largest active volcano, Ha¬ 
waii's Mauna Loa, which 
last erupted in 1984. 

Ihe U.S. Geological Survey 
changed the level from 
"normal" to "advisory" fol¬ 
lowing a steady increase 
in earthquakes and ground 
swelling that began in 
March. 

An eruption is not imminent, 
but scientists are closely 
monitoring Mauna Loa be¬ 
cause of its reputation for 
"evolving very quickly" and 
sending lava fa rand wide, 
USGS research geo physic ist 
Ingrid J ohansontold Ihe As¬ 
sociated Press in a phone 
interview last month. 

"Lava can go from the rift 
down to the ocean on the 
west side of Mauna Loa 
on the order of a couple 
hours,"Johanson said. 'The 
rate of the eruption is just 
really fast." 

Mauna Loa haserupted 33 
times since 1843. 

Its lava flows have 
stretched to the south and 
westcoastseig ht timesand 
neared Hilo, on the east 
side, seven times During 
its last eruption, lava flows 
came within 4.5 miles (7.2 
kilometers) of Hilo, the Big 
Island's largest city. 

The alert level on Mauna 
Loa was last raised to ad¬ 
visory in 2015. A similar pe¬ 


riod of increased activity 
occurred around 2004, but 
the USGS Volcano Alert 
Level system was not yet in 
place atthattime. 
"Advisory" is the second of 
four a lert levels and means 
scientists have detected 
elevated activity or unrest. 
The next level, "watch," 
means there is heightened 
activity with more poten¬ 
tial for eruption or that an 
eruption is ongoing but 
poses little threat. The high¬ 
est level, "warning," means 
a dangerous eruption is im¬ 
minent or underway. 

An alert-level change is not 
something the USGS does 
lightly, said Janet Babb, 
an agency geologist and 
spokeswoman. It must bal¬ 
ance the need to keep 
people informed and the 
risk of causing panic. "A 
lot of discussion goes into 
it because it has ramifica¬ 
tions," Babb said. 

Mauna Loa currently is ex¬ 
periencing 50 to 75 earth¬ 
quakes a week, a steady 
increase since March when 
there was a pronounced 
change. And the bulg¬ 
ing of the ground, known 
as deformation, indicates 
magma is entering the vol¬ 
cano's plumbing system. 
Yet gas emissions have 
been low and steady in 
recent months, and 'that 
tells us that there isn't mag¬ 
ma rising to very shallow 
depths,"J ohanson said. 

And scientists would expect 


to see 50 to several hun¬ 
dred earthquakes per day 
— not per week — ahead 
of an eruption, USGS vol¬ 
canologist and geologist 
FrankTrusdell said. 

"It's above background, 
but it isn't the amount of 
earthquakes we would 
expect to see prior to an 
eruption,"Trusdell said. 
Mauna Loa's smaller neigh¬ 
bor to the south, Kilauea, 
has long been the world's 
most active volcano. 

It made head lines last year 
as molten rock exploded 
from its flank in one of its 
largest eruptions in record¬ 
ed history. More than 700 
Big Island homes were de¬ 
stroyed and thousands of 
people were displaced. 
Trusdell said there is histori¬ 
cal evidence of a "general 
correlation" between the 
two volcanoes 
"If you look at the long-term 
eruptive history of both vol- 
canoes, when one volca¬ 
no in the past was active, it 
seems like the other volca¬ 
no was quiet," Trusdell said. 
Kilauea stopped erupting 
for the first time in more 
tha n 30 yea rs in 2018. 

But "it is not as if Kilauea is 
stealing Mauna Loa's vol¬ 
ume," he said. "It has more 
to do with the interaction 
and the buttressing of the 
volcanoes." 

"With the eruption over in 
(Kilauea's) east rift zone, 
maybe the flank will stop," 
Trusdell said. □

Big business Id Supreme Court: Defend LGBTQ people from bias

NEW YORK (AP) — More 
than 200 corporations, in¬ 
cluding many of America's 
best-known companies, 
are urging the U.S. Supreme 
Court to rule that federal 
civil rights law bans job dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation and gen¬ 
der id entity. 

The corporations outlined 
their stance in a legal brief 
released Tuesday by a co¬ 
alition of five LGBTQ rights 
groups. The brief is being 
submitted to the Supreme 
Court this week ahead of 
oral arguments before the 
justices on Oct. 8 on three 
cases that may determine 
whether gays, lesbians and 
transgender people are 
protected from discrimina¬ 
tion by existing federal civil 
rig hts laws. 

Among the 206 corpora¬ 
tions endorsing the brief 
were Amazon, American 
Airlines, Bank of America, 
Ben & Jerry's, Coca-Cola, 
Domino's Pizza, Goldman 
Sachs, IBM, Microsoft, Mor¬ 
gan Stanley, Nike, Star- 
bucks, Viacom, the Walt 
Disney Co. and Xerox. Two 
major league baseball 
teams, the San Francisco 
Giants and the Tampa 
Bay Rays, were among the 
group. 


TUCSON, Ariz. (AP) — A bor¬ 
der activist will be retried 
after a jury was unable to 
reach a verdicton charges 
related to aiding migrants 
near Arizona's border with 
Mexico, U.S. prosecutors 
said Tuesday.

In their brief, the compa¬ 
nies argued that a uniform 
federal rule is needed to 
protect LGBTO employees 
equally in all 50 states 
"Even where companies 
voluntarily implement poli¬ 
cies to prohibit sexual ori¬ 
entation or gender identity 
discrimination, such poli¬ 
cies a re not a substitute for 
the force of law," the brief 
argued.

The question now is wheth¬ 
er the Supreme Court will 
follow suit, given its con¬ 
servative majority strength¬ 
ened by President Donald 
Trump's appointments of 
Neil Gorsuch and Brett Ka- 
vanaugh. The three cases 
are the court's first on LG¬ 
BTO rights since the retire¬ 
ment last year of Justice 
Anthony Kennedy, who au¬ 
thored landmark gay rights 
opinions. 

The Obama administration 
had supported treating LG¬ 
BTO discrimination claims 
as sex discrimination, but 
the Trump administration 
has changed course. The 
Trump Justice Department 
has argued that the fed¬ 
eral Civil Rights Act of 1964 
was not intended to pro¬ 
vide protections to gay or 
tra nsg e nd e r wo rke rs. 

The companies signing the 
brief represent more than 
7 million employees and 
$5 trillion in annual reve¬ 
nue, according to the Hu¬ 
man Rig hts Campaign, the 
largest of the LGBTO rights 
groups organizing the ini¬ 
tiative. Other organizers in¬ 
cluded Lambda Legal, Out 
Leadership, Out and Equal, 
and Freedom for All Ameri¬ 
cans. 

"At this critical moment in 
the fight for LGBTO equali¬ 
ty, these leading businesses 
are sending a clear mes¬ 
sage to the Supreme Court 
that LGBTO people should, 
like their fellow Americans, 
continue to be protected 
from discrimination," said 
J ay Brown, a Human Rights 


Campaign vice president. 
'These employers know first¬ 
hand that protecting the 
LGBTQ community is both 
good for business and the 
right thing to do." 

In one of the cases head¬ 
ing to the Supreme Court, 
the New York-based 2nd 
U.S. Circuit Court of Ap¬ 
peals ruled in favor of a 
gay skydiving instructor 
who claimed he was fired 
because of his sexual orien¬ 
tation. The appeals court 
ruled that "sexual orienta¬ 
tion discrimination is moti¬ 
vated, at least in part, by 
sex and is thus a subset of 
sexdiscri ruination." 

The ruling was a victory for 
the relatives of Donald Tar¬ 
da, now deceased, who 
wasfired in 2010from a sky¬ 
diving job that required him 
to strap himself tightly to cli¬ 
ents so they could jump in 
tandem from an airplane. 
He tried to put a woman 
with whom he wasjumping 
at ease by explaining that 
he was gay. The school 
fired Zbrda after the wom¬ 
an's boyfriend called to 
complain. 

A second case comesfrom 
Michigan, where a funeral 
home fired a transgender 
woman. The appeals court 
in Cincinnati ruled that the 
firing constituted sex dis¬ 
crimination under federal 
law. 

The funeral home argues 
that Cong re ss was not con¬ 
sidering transgender peo¬ 
ple when it included sex 
discrimination in Title VII of 
the Civil Rig hts Act. The law 
prohibits employment dis¬ 
crimination on the basis of 
"race, color, religion, sex or 
national origin." 

The third case is from Geor¬ 
gia, where the federal ap¬ 
peals court ruled against 
a gay employee of Clay¬ 
ton County, in the Atlanta 
suburbs. Gerald Bostock 
claimed he was fired in 
2013because he isgay.The 
county argues that Bostock 
was let go because of the 
results of a fina nc ia I a ud it. 
The 11th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals dismissed Bos- 
tock's claim in an opin¬ 
ion noting the court was 
bound by a 1979 decision 
that held "discharge for ho¬ 
mosexuality is not prohib¬ 
ited by Title VII.'O

DALLAS(AP) — Seconds be¬ 
fore a small plane crashed 
at a suburban Dallas air¬ 
port, killing all 10 people on 
board, the crew comment¬ 
ed on a problem with the 
left engine, federal officials 
said Tuesday. 

Ihe Beechcraft BE-350 
King Air struggled to gain 
altitude before veering to 
the left and crashing into a 
hangarSunday morning at 
the Addison Municipal Air¬ 
port, killing a family of four, 
two couples and two crew 
members, witnesses and 
authorities said. 

A cockpit voice recorder 
captured the pilots' ap¬ 
parent confusion as the 
plane headed down the 
runway, Bruce Landsberg, 
vice chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board, said Tuesday at a 
news conference. 

Four seconds later, the pi¬ 
lots indicated there was a 
problem with the left en¬ 
gine, Landsberg said. After 
anotherfive seconds, three 
alarms sounded, warning 
pilots that the plane was 
banked too sharply to one 
side, "fhe recording end¬ 
ed moments later, about 
a minute after the crew 
members were cleared for 
takeoff on their route to St. 
Petersburg, Florida. 

Dallas County officials 
identified the victims as: 
71-year-old Howard Hale 
Cassady, 52-year-old Brian 
Mark Ella rd, 45-year-old 
Omella Ella rd, 15-year-old 
Alice Giovanna Marita to, 
13-year-old Dylan Rocco

Technical experts will re¬ 
view the cockpit record¬ 
ing in Washington and pro¬ 
duce a transcript, which 
the N1SB will release along 
with other reports from its 
investigation, Landsberg 
said. 

N1SB investigators said they 
don't know yet if the cap¬ 
tain or co-pilot was flying 
the plane. The board is re¬ 
viewing recordsforboth, in¬ 
cluding their recent flights 
Ihe N15B interviewed a pi¬ 
lot who flew with the cap¬ 
tain several weeks a go and 
reported nothing unusual, 
offic ia Is sa id. 

Ihe private plane was not 
required to have a flight

Federal investigators will 
rely on physical evidence 
at the crash site, video, ra¬ 
dar information and witness 
accounts to determine the 
cause of the crash. 

Officials had indicated that 
the plane wasalmost com¬ 
pletely destroyed in the fire, 
but they said Tuesday that 
they'll be able to analyze 
significant parts. 

Lead N15Binvestigatorj en- 
nifer Rodi said both en¬ 
gines and their propeller 
assemblies we re recovered 
Monday and were being 


dissembled for closer ex¬ 
amination. She said the 
main part of the fuselage 
was destroyed but a piece 
of the tail assembly "larger 
than I am" survived. She 
said investigators will try to 
piece together, like a puz¬ 
zle, parts of the wings. 
Investigators have video 
from four cameras, includ¬ 
ing two positioned at the 
end of the runway. 

Ihe N15B said the airplane 
had been topped off with 
fuel before takeoff. Ihe 
crash created a plume of 
thick, blacksmoke. 

N15B officials said they ex¬

BERLIN (AP) — Ursula 
von der Leyen, a surprise 
choice to become the 
next head ofthe European 
Commission, isa strong sup¬ 
porter of closer European 
cooperation who hasbeen 
Germany's defense minister 
since 2013 and a fixture in 
Chancellor Angela Merkel's 
Cabinet overthe longtime 
leader's nearly 14 years in 
power. 

Von der Leyen, 60, was 
bom in Brussels and spent 
her early years in the Bel¬ 
gian capital. She speaks 
fluent English and French, 
having studied at the Lon¬ 
don School of Economic sin 
the 1970s a nd lived in Sta n- 
ford, California, from 1992 
to 1996. 

She was long viewed as 
a potential successor to 
Merkel, buthashad a tough 
tenure at the head of the 
notoriously difficult defense 
ministry and had long since 
faded out of contention by 
the time Merkel stepped 
down last year as leader 
of her center-rig ht Christian 
Democratic Union party. 
Still, von der Leyen — a 
medical doctorand moth¬ 
er of seven — played a sig¬ 


nificant role in modernizing 
the image of her party dur¬ 
ing the Merkel years, over 
which it dominated the 
political middle ground. 
As minister for families in 
Merkel's first Cabinet from 
2005 to 2009, she intro¬ 
duced benefits encour¬ 
aging fathers to look after 
theiryoung children. 

Von derLeyen then served 


as labor minister until 2013, 
when she became Ger- 
ma ny's first fe ma le d efe nse 
minister. In that job, she 
championed greater Euro¬ 
pean cooperation. 

"Europe won'tgetahead in 
the game of global powers 
if so me discreetly hold back 
when military deployments 
come up and others rush 
ahead without consulting," 


she said shortly after taking 
over the defense ministry. 
She followed that up by de- 
c la ring that "it's important 
that Germany takes more 
responsibility within our al¬ 
liances — within the Euro¬ 
pean alliance and within 
NATO." 

Sho rtly a fter Brita in voted to 
leave the European Union 
in 2016, she said that Brexit 
offered the bloc an oppor¬ 
tunity to press ahead with 
greater military coopera¬ 
tion. 

"Brita in c o nsiste ntly b loc ked 
everything that had Europe 
written on it,"von derLeyen 
said. She argued thatcloser 
military ties between mem¬ 
ber states could help ease 
the frustration many voters 
feel a bout the EU's inability 
to tackle major issues. 

In a defense policy review 
issued at the same time, 
the government said citi¬ 
zens of other EU countries 
could be allowed to serve 
in the German army. 

In an interview with news 
magazine Der Spiegel in 
2011, asthe eurozone debt 
crisis rumbled, von der Ley¬ 
en declared a loftier goal 
for Europe. "My aim is the 
United States of Europe — 
on the model of federal 
states such as Switzerland, 
Germany or the U.S." She 
said that Europe could use 
its "size advantage" on fi¬ 
nancial, taxation and eco¬ 
nomic questions. 

Von der Leyen has presid¬ 
ed recently over increased 


Geiman military spending, 
though it still falls well short 
of the 2% of gross domes¬ 
tic product that the United 
States wants to see from its 
NATO partners. Membersof 
the alliance agreed in 2014 
to "aim to move toward" 
increasing defense spend¬ 
ing to 2% of GDP by 2024, 
though Germany has said 
it doesn't expect to meet 
that goal. 

Merkel said Tuesday that 
von derLeyen "enjoysgreat 
confidence" among Euro¬ 
pean leaders, pointing to 
her involvement in a NATO 
force in the Aegean Sea 
during the migrant influx, 
Germany's help in patrol¬ 
ling the airspace of Baltic 
countries and her commit¬ 
ment to Europe. 

Von derLeyen comesfrom 
a political family and is the 
daughter of a former gov¬ 
ernor of her home state of 
Lower Saxony, Ernst Albre¬ 
cht, who before that was 
a senior European civil ser¬ 
vant. She hasbeen a dep¬ 
uty leader of Merkel's CDU 
since 2010. Overthe years, 
she was often talked about 
asa potential successor to 
Merkel, though she herself 
publicly dismissed sueh ta Ik. 
"In every generation, there 
is one chancellor," she said 
in 2013. "In my generation, 
that is Angela Merkel." 

In hertime as defense min¬ 
ister, von der Leyen faded 
out of speculation about 
the succession. Inheriting 
a military in the midst of a 
massive change from con¬ 
scription to a professional 
force, she increasingly 
had to deal with negative 
headlines of her own and 
others' making. 

Merkel's junior coalition 
partners in Berlin, the cen¬ 
ter-left Social Democrats, 
weren't impressed with 
the nomination of von der 
Leyen or the overall pack¬ 
age put together Tuesday 
by EU leaders. Merkel said 
she abstained in EU lead¬ 
ers' otherwise-unanimous 
nomination of von der Ley¬ 
en because ofthe lack of 
unity at home. 

A former Social Democrat 
leader, ex-European Par¬ 
liament president Martin 
Schulz, tweeted that she 
"is the weakest minister 
here.'O

members won the support 
Tuesday of other major oil 
producing nations to ex¬ 
tend a production cut for 
another nine months in a 
bid to shore up prices at a 
time of waning demand. 
Member nations of the Or¬ 
ganization of the Petroleum 
Exporting Countries on 
Monday agreed to the ex¬ 
tension. With strong back¬ 
ing from Russia, the biggest 
member of the non-OPEC 
group meeting Tuesday, 
the others unanimously ap¬ 
proved the proposal. 

"In order to help maintain 
the current stable status 
of the market and avoid 
buildup of inventories, we 
have decided to keep the 
level and the magnitude 
of the cuts intact," Russian 
Energy Minister Alexander 


Novak told the forum after 
the vote. 

Ihe 10 non-OPEC nations 
present at the meeting at 
OPEC's headquarters in Vi¬ 


enna also included Mexi¬ 
co, Bahrain, Oman and Ka- 
zakhstan. Ihe United States, 
one of the world's major oil 
producers, is not involved 


in the discussions and won't 
be bound by any agree¬ 
ment. 

Opening the Tuesday 
meeting, Novak urged ap¬ 


proval of the extension. 

"In the current unstable 
market and the huge un¬ 
certainty we are seeing, 
our coordinated action 
aimed at consecutive and 
stable supply to the market 
and ensuring its stability are 
key to give us longer visibil¬ 
ity,"Novak said. 

Heading into the meeting, 
OPEC heavyweight Saudi 
Arabia said the nine-month 
extension was the right 
move to make given the 
current market conditio ns. 

"I see demand picking up 
strongly in the second half 
of the yearand I see com¬ 
pliance greatly improv¬ 
ing," Saudi Arabia's Energy 
Minister Khalid Al-Falih told 
reporters. "And I see the 
length of this agreement 
as nine months sufficiently 
long to bring inventories 
down and to balance the 
ma rket. 


Internet restored in Ethiopia 10 days after assassinations

restoring internet access 
Tuesday, 10 days after it 
wascutfollowing the assas¬ 
sinations of six top govern¬ 
ment offic ia Is. 

On J une 22, attackers shot 
and killed the Amhara gov¬ 
ernor and two other offi¬ 
cials On the same night in 
AddisAbaba, the country's 
army chief and his close 
friend, a retired army gen¬ 
eral, were assassinated 
inside his residence by his 
bodyguard. 


Prime Minister Abiy Ahmed 
said the killings in Amhara 
were a coup attempt. The 
internet was shut following 
the killings. 

The internet shutdown af¬ 
fected the entire country 
but in recentdaysa few lo¬ 
cations were able to func¬ 
tion. 

"Internet has been restored 
in AddisAbaba today and 
itwill be restored in otherlo- 
cations across the country 
aswell, step by step,"Cher- 
er Aklilu, secretary director 
of Ethio Telecom, told the 


Associated Press on Tues¬ 
day. "All internet packages 
that users bought but were 
not able to use during the 
internet cut will be reim¬ 
bursed." 

Ethio Telecom, the coun¬ 
try's state-owned monop¬ 
oly of telecommunications 
services, also cut internet 
access two weeksago dur¬ 
ing national school exams 
NetBlocks, an internet mon¬ 
itoring group, estimated 
Ethiopia was losing a mini¬ 
mum of $4.5 million a day 
during the internet cut.Q

Trump told Fox News Chan¬ 
nel's Tucker Carlson Tonight 
on Monday that nearly half 
of all American troops have 
already been pulled out. 
That pullout was expected 
to be announced as part 
of a time frame being ne¬ 
gotiated by Washington's 
peace envoy Slmay 
Khalilzad, who is in the mid¬ 
dle of talks with the Taliban 
in Qatar. 

"I've wanted to pull them 
out. And you know, I have 
pulled a lot out. We were 
at 16,000. We're down to 
about 9,000, which a lot of 
people don't know," Trump 
said, according to the 
transcript of the interview 
shared with The Associated 
Press. 'So we've reduced 
the force very substantial¬ 


ly in Afghanistan, which I 
don'ttalkaboutvery much, 
and that's okay," Trump 
added. 

The Taliban's spokesman in 
Doha, Suhail Shaheen, has 
said thattalkswith Khalilzad 
are focused on a timetable 
for withdrawal of U.S. and 
NATO troops from Afghani¬ 
stan. In a tweet on Mon¬ 
day, Shaheen had said 
talks would come with an 
announcement of a time¬ 
table for withdrawal of the 


estimated 20,000 service 
personnel, nearly 14,000 of 
whom are Americans. 
Trump's comments Mon¬ 
day would seem to contra¬ 
dict a statement made by 
U.S. Secretary of State Mike 
Pompeo during a visit to 
Kabul on J une 25. Pompeo 
said then that Washington 
had made no decision on 
a timeframe for withdraw¬ 
al. 

Trump also said in the Mon¬ 
day TV interview that he 


wanted to leave a strong 
intelligence gathering 
force behind in Afghani¬ 
stan. 

"I'll tell you the problem is, 
look, I would like to just get 
out. The problem is, (Af¬ 
ghanistan) just seems to be 
a lab for terrorists. It seems 
— I call it the Harvard of ter¬ 
rorists. ... But I would leave 
very strong intelligence 
there," he said, according 
to the tra nsc ript. 
Meanwhile, on the upcom¬ 


ing all-Afghan dialogue, 
Germany's special rep¬ 
resentative Ambassador 
Markus Potzelsaid Tuesday 
that those attending "will 
participate only in theirper- 
sonal capacity and on an 
equal footing." 

The Taliban have flatly re¬ 
fused to meet with Afghan 
President Ashraf Ghani's 
government, which they 
consider a U.S. puppet, 
while repeatedly offer¬ 
ing talks with anyone who 
comes to the table as an 
ordinary Afghan. The Tal¬ 
iban have already twice 
met with prominent Af¬ 
ghans, including former 
president Ha mid Karzaiand 
even members of the gov¬ 
ernment's peace council 
as well as opposition politi¬ 
cians. Those meetings have 
both been held in Moscow. 
The announced talkscome 
a day after the Taliban 
claimed responsibility for a 
devastating attack in the 
Afghan capital of Kabul 
that killed at least six peo¬ 
ple and wounded more 
than 100 others, many of 
them children attending 
two schools in the area, ac¬ 
cording to the Education 
Ministry.

Multiple wallscollapse in India monsoon rains* 27 killed

Heavy monsoon rains in 
western India caused at 
least three wallsto collapse 
onto huts and city shanties, 


killing at least 27 people 
and injuring dozens of oth¬ 
ers, officials said Tuesday, 
as forecasters warned of 
more rains 

At least 18 people were 


killed and 66 others injured 
after a 10-meter (35-foot) 
wall demarcating an urban 
forest collapsed during the 
night in Mumbai, police of¬ 
ficer Sunil Deshmukh said. 
Rescue teams with sniffer 
dogs were searching the 
area afterward, and res¬ 
cuers from the Indian navy 
also fanned out to help 
and rescue residents of the 
waterlogged city that is 
India's financial and enter- 
tainmentcapital. 

Nine deaths were caused 
by two waII collapses else¬ 
where in Maharashtra 
state. 

Six migrant construction 
workerswere killed and five 
injured when a wall col¬ 
lapsed on their tin-roofed 
huts in Pune early Tuesday, 
an officer in the city's Police 
Control Room said. 

In Thane district, a school 


wall collapsed and fell onto 
huts, killing three people 
and injuring one, said Lak- 
shman Pa war, a local civic 
offic ial. 

The monsoon season in In¬ 
dia brings heavy rains from 
June to September that 
cause flooding and other 
damage. Building collaps- 
esare common asthe rains 
weaken the foundations of 
poorly built structures.

MOSCOW(AP) — Fine broke 
out on one of the Russian 
navy's deep-sea research 
submersibles, and toxic 
fumes from the blaze killed 
14 sailors aboard, Russia's 
Defense Ministry said Tues¬ 
day, although it released 
few details a bout the disas- 
terorthe vessel involved. 
"The Defense Ministry did not 
say how many sailors were 
aboard the vessel dur¬ 
ing Monday's fire, whether 
there were any survivors or 
if it was submerged at the 
time. But Russian media re¬ 
ported it was the country's 
most secret submersible, 
a nuclear-powered vessel 
designed for sensitive mis- 
sionsat great depths. 
President Vladimir Putin, 
who came under criticism 
for his hand ling of the Kursk 
nuclear submarine disaster 
in 2000 that killed 118 sail¬ 
ors, canceled a scheduled 
appearance and immedi¬ 
ately summoned Defense 
Minister Sergei Shoigu fora 
briefing on the blaze, which 
was under investigation. 
"Fourteen submariners 
have died of poisoning by 
fumesfrom the fire," Shoigu 
told Putin during a tele¬ 
vised meeting. 'The fire was 
extinguished thanks to the 
crew's resolute action." 
Putin ordered Shoigu to 
fly to the Arctic port of 
Severomorsk, the main 
base for Russia's Northern 
Fleet where the vessel was 
brought, to oversee the 
investigation and report 
backto him personally. 

"It's a huge loss for the 
navy," Putin said. "I offer my 
sincere condolencesto the 
families of the victims." 

He added that the vessel 


had a special mission and 
an elite crew. 

"It's isn't a regular vessel. It's 
a research vessel with a 
highly professional crew," 
Putin said, adding that 
seven of the dead had the 
rank of captain and two 
were awarded the nation's 
highest medal, the Hero of 
Russia. 

The fire occurred while the 
submersible was measuring 
sea depths in Russia's ter¬ 
ritorial waters, the ministry 
said, adding thatthe vessel 
also is used for studying the 
seabed. 

Russia's RBC online news 
outlet and the Novaya 
Gazeta newspaper identi¬ 
fied it as the nuclear-pow¬ 
ered AS12 Losharik. 

The vessel is the most ad¬ 
vanced Russian submers¬ 
ible, under a heavy veil of 
secrecy, and it is believed 
to have entered service in 
2010. It is named aftera So¬ 


viet-era animated cartoon 
horse that is made up of 
small spheres. 

The name isapparently de¬ 
rives from the unique de¬ 
sign of its interior hull, which 
is made of titanium spheres 
capable of withstand¬ 
ing high pressure at great 
depths. 

In 2012, the Losha rik wa s in- 
volved in research intend¬ 
ed to prove Russia's claim 
on the vast Arctic seabed. 
It collected samples from 
the depth of 2,500 meters 
(8,202 feet), according 
to official statements at 
the time. Regular subma¬ 
rines can typically dive to 
depths of up to 600 meters 
(2,000 feet). 

Some observers specula ted 
the Losharik was even ca¬ 
pable of going asdeep as 
6,000 meters (19,685 feet), 
but the claims couldn't be 
independently confirmed. 
Analysts suggested that 


one of its possible missions 
could be disrupting com¬ 
munication cables on the 
seabed. 

The Losha rik isca tried under 
the hull of a mothersubma- 
rine, the nuclear-powered 
Orenburg, and reportedly 
has a crew of 25, all of 
them officers. 

Russian news reports said 
that while the Losharik offi¬ 
cially belongs to the North¬ 
ern Fleet, it answers directly 
to the Defense Ministry's De¬ 
partment for Deep-Sea Re¬ 
search, reflecting the high 
sensitivity of its missions. 

Tie vessel has been sur¬ 
rounded by tight secrecy, 
but in 2015, it wasacciden- 
tally caught on camera 
by a photographer from 
a motoring magazine do¬ 
ing a photo session on the 
White Sea coast. 

Igor Britanov, who com¬ 
manded the Soviet K-219 
nuclear sub marine that suf¬ 


fered an explosion in one of 
its missile tubes in 1986 that 
killed four of its crew, was 
quoted assaying bySever- 
post news outlet that Mon¬ 
day's blaze could have 
been caused by a short 
circuit ora flammable liq¬ 
uid getting into an air filter 
— the two most common 
causesof submarine fires. 
The Russian navy also 
uses simpler Priz-class and 
Bester-class deep water 
vehicles, which have a hull 
built of titanium and are 
capable of operating at 
a depth of 1,000 meters 
(3,281 feet). The small ve¬ 
hicles have a crew of two 
and are primarily intended 
for rescuing submariners in 
case of incidents. Such ves¬ 
sels are transported to the 
area of operation by a car- 
riervessel and can operate 
autonomously for up to 120 
hours. 

The blaze marks the most 
serious Russian naval di¬ 
saster since 2008, when 
20 crewmembers died 
aboard the nuclear-pow¬ 
ered Nerpa submarine in 
the Pacific Fleet after a 
firefighting system was ac¬ 
cidentally initiated while it 
was undergoing sea trials. 
The accident involving the 
Kursk was the worst naval 
disaster in post-Soviet Rus¬ 
sia. It occurred on Aug. 
12, 2000, when the nuclear 
submarine exploded and 
sank during maneuvers in 
the Barents Sea, killing all 
118 crewmembers. Putin, 
who was in his first year of 
his presidency, came un¬ 
der heavy criticism at the 
time when he failed to im¬ 
mediately interrupt his va¬ 
cation to take charge of 
the disaster.Q

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) - 

Marfa Victoria Guarfn wasa 
key adviser on Colombia's 
b ig g e st-e ve r tra n sp o rta tio n 
project: a 1,000-kilometer 
(620-mile) highway across 
mountainous terrain con¬ 
necting the capital to busy 
Caribbean ports 
As an investment officer 
for a World Bank unit, it 
was her job to help the 
government set the terms 
for competitive bidding 
by contractors. It turns out 
she was also married to a 
senior executive of a com¬ 
pany that won part of the 
very contract she helped 
to oversee. 

That apparent conflict of 
interest has now dragged 
the bank into the edges 
of Latin America's biggest 
corruption scandal, as re¬ 
vealed in a little-noticed re¬ 
port issued last yearby Co¬ 
lo mb ia's a nti-trust agency. 
The Grupo Aval conglomer¬ 
ate that employed Guarfn's 
husband was partnered 
with Odebrecht, the Brazil¬ 
ian construction giant that 
has admitted to paying 
$6.5 million in bribes to seal 
the deal — one of dozens 
of projects it now acknowl¬ 
edges winning through ille¬ 
gal payments. 

The scandal upended the 
region's politics, leading to 
the jailing of dozens of se¬ 
nior politicians. But the role 
played by the World Bank 
in advising governments 
during the graft-ridden in¬ 
frastructure boom of the 
past decade has received 
far less attention. 

The private-sector arm of 
the World Bank, known as 
the International Finance 
Corporation, or IFC, is sup¬ 
posed to reduce poverty 
in the developing world by 
promoting private invest¬ 
ment. 

In an antitrust administra¬ 
tive complaint filed in Sep¬ 
tember against Guarfn and 
several others, the IFC is ac¬ 
cused of failing to act on 
Guarfn's potential conflict 
of interest for nearly two 
years, even as she alleged¬ 
ly tilted the bidding process 
for part of the $2.6 billion 
contract in favorof her hus¬ 
band's employer. 

Her husband, Diego Sola¬ 


no, who was also implicat¬ 
ed, is now the chief finan¬ 
cial officer of the New York 
Stock Exchange-traded 
company. 

If the c ivil c ha rg es of ta king 
advantage of a conflict of 
interest and improper con¬ 
tacts a re sustained, Guarfn 
faces a fine of up to $1 mil¬ 
lion. Aval and its subsidiar¬ 
ies a re on the hook for $150 
million. 

'There's no doubt that the 
IFC conspired against free 
competition and transpar¬ 
ency," Pablo Robledo, the 
former antitrust regulator 
who led the probe, said in 
an interview. 

No one has been criminal¬ 
ly charged, nor are there 
any indie a tio ns that Guarfn 
and Solano financially ben¬ 
efited. But a judge in April 
asked Colombia's attorney 
general to investigate the 
couple in handing down an 
11-year sentence against 
Jose Melo, the CEO of the 
Ava I unit in the consortium. 
During Melo'strial, a former 
deputy transportation min¬ 
ister jailed for accepting 
bribes testified that he was 
led to believe by Odebre- 
cht'scountry managerthat 
the company had already 
influenced the structur¬ 
ing of the bidding terms 
through Guarfn. 

In a 2016 plea agreement 
with the U.S. Justice De¬ 
partment, Odebrecht ad¬ 
mitted to paying almost 
$800 million in bribes to win 
contracts in 12 mostly Latin 
American countries 


At the time of the highway 
project, multinational com¬ 
panies were recovering 
from the global financial 
crisis and wary of invest¬ 
ing in a country where an 
armed conflict with leftist 
rebels was still raging. The 
IFC's mission was to help 
the government attract as 
much interest as possible. 
The IFC allegedly stood by 
asthe husband's employer 
actively sought to take ad¬ 
vantage of the conflict of 
interest, according to the 
antitrust agency's findings 
Among other alleged im¬ 
proprieties was the orga¬ 
nizing of a lunch between 
Guarfn, her husband and 
Melo. The meeting was to 
take place in J anuary 2009 
— weeks before the bid¬ 
ding conditio ns we re made 
public. 

The contacts continued 
after the monthslong ten¬ 
der process officially got 
underway. That's when, 
according to the antitrust 
regulator, strict rules were 
in place to make sure com¬ 
munications with the gov¬ 
ernment or itsa d vise rs were 
transparent and all bidders 
had equal access to infor¬ 
mation. 

Itwasduring thisperiod that 
Guarfn in an email urged 
the government to lower 
the collateral requirements 
for bidders. She argued 
that she was informed pri¬ 
vately by an Odebrecht 
executive that the high 
amounts represented a 
"deal breaker." 


A month later, the require¬ 
ments were changed. 

'The gold standard that 
should characterize the 
IFC's behavior in accor¬ 
dance with the World 
Bank'scode of ethics clear¬ 
ly was not followed," said 
Camilo Enciso, a criminal 
lawyer and director of the 
International Anti-Corrup¬ 
tion Institute, who reviewed 
the documents in the case 
at the AP's request. 'The 
couple had a clear stake 
for their careers in the suc¬ 
cess or failure of this proj¬ 
ect." 

Potential conflicts of inter¬ 
est "were everywhere," he 
added, citing the use of 
confidential information, 
influence peddling and 
favoritism, among others. 
'The IFC should have known 
better." 

Guarfn and Solano de¬ 
clined to comment. But in 
case filings both rejected 
the a negations of a conflict 
of interest. While Solano 
argued that he took steps 
to insulate himself from the 
bidding process, Guarfn 
said the lowering of the fi¬ 
nancial guarantees bene¬ 
fited all bidders and reflect¬ 
ed longstanding concerns 
across the sector. 

Aval said it was cooperat¬ 
ing with authorities but de¬ 
clined to comment further. 
The IFC also rejected the 
accusations, saying that 
Guarfn was hired before it 
wasknownwhothe bidders 
would be and because of 
her expertise in the infra¬ 


structure sector. She was 
member of an extensive 
team and did not have a 
managerial role. 

The IFC also said it noti¬ 
fied the government and 
put in place safeguards to 
prevent any conflict of in¬ 
terest once news reports 
in J uly 2009 indicated Aval 
would take part in the bid¬ 
ding process. That was 
more than 20 months after 
the IFC started advising the 
government. 

"As it is the norm in these 
projects, IFC only served in 
an advisory capacity while 
the ultimate decisions re¬ 
garding the project struc¬ 
ture and the awarding of 
the concession contract 
rested exclusively with the 
Colombian government," 
the IFC said in a statement. 
The safeguards included 
preventing Guarfn from 
playing any role in the bid 
evaluation process. 

But in a September 2009 
public hearing, Colombia's 
then-Transportation Minis¬ 
ter expressed surprise upon 
hearing of Guarfn's mar¬ 
riage to an Aval executive 
in an anonymously written 
complaint that described 
the relationship as a "per¬ 
fectly camouflaged con¬ 
flict of interest." 

Richard Cabello, head of 
the IFC's advisory services 
in Latin America, said the 
organization had taken 
unspecified steps from the 
outset to mitigate any pos¬ 
sible negative effects aris¬ 
ing from Guarin'smarriage, 
according to a transcript of 
the hearing. 

He also vowed to answer 
the "innuendo" in writing — 
although there's no record 
the IFC did so publicly un¬ 
til almost eight years later, 
in response to a magazine 
column. In the 2017 state¬ 
ment, the IFC said it flagged 
the issue to the government 
a month before the hear¬ 
ing in coordination with an 
IFC department charged 
with managing potential 
conflicts. 

Cabello, like the IFC, "down¬ 
played what took place 
and provided impertinent 
excuses that didn't address 
the heartofthe complaint," 
the antitrust agency said in 
the 168-page report issued

— Ash Barty played herfirst 
match as the No. 1 player 
in the world on No. 1 Court 
at Wimbledon, and she 
won. 

The top-seeded Austra¬ 
lian, who followed her vic¬ 
tory at the French Open 
by winning a grass-court 
warm-up tournament in 
Birmingham, advanced to 
the second round at the All 
England Club on Tuesday 
by winning her 13th straight 
match. She beatZheng Sa- 
isa i 6-4, 6-2. 

"It feels incredible," Barty 
said about playing at Wim¬ 
bledon as the top-ranked 
woman. "It's a little bit of a 
bizarre feeling, to be hon¬ 
est. But I just try and go 
about my business the ex¬ 
act same way. 

'This hallowed turf that we 
do get to play on is sac red, 
it's beautiful. And you have 
to enjoy every minute." 
Defending champion An- 
gelique Kerber also ad¬ 
vanced, beating Tatjana 
Maria 6-4, 6-3 on Centre 
Court. 

"I was really nervous, to be 
honest, because of course 
to (go) out there asthe de¬ 
fending champion, it was 
really special," Kerber said. 
'Walking on the Centre 
Court, playing there again, 

I mea n, a lot of emotions, a 
lot of memories." 

Both Barty and Kerber are 
in the same quarter of 
the women's draw, which 
means they could meet in 
the quarterfinals. Seven¬ 
time champion Serena Wil¬ 
liams is also in that same 
quarter, and she also won, 
beating Giulia Gatto-Mon- 
ticone of Italy 6-2, 7-5. 
Garbine Muguruza, the 
2017 Wimbledon cham¬ 
pion who was also placed 
in that same tough quarter 
of the d ra w, d id n't ma ke it 
through herfirst match. And 
neither did Maria Sharapo¬ 
va, the champion in 2004. 
Muguruza, seeded 26th, 
lost to Brazilian qualifier Be- 
atriz Haddad Maia 6-4, 6-4. 
Sharapova, who served for 
the match while leading 5-3 
in the second, retired from 
her match with a left wrist 
injury while trailing Pauline 
Parmentier of France 4-6,

Dom¬ 
browski acknowledged 
"urgency"behind the deci¬ 
sion to move Eovaldi to the 
bullpen. 

Eovaldi has no record and 
a 6.00 ERA in four starts this 
season aftersigning a four- 
year, $68 million contract 
to remain with the Red Sox 
last December. He went 
on the injured list in late 
April because of a sore el¬

manager Steve Yzerman 
said. "I don't know if it's 
the right way to go or the 
wrong way. We've all done 
it. 

'You can look back on the 
history of J uly 1 signing sand 
I guess judge for yourself 
whether you think they're 
good orbad." 

The Toronto Maple Leafs 
were hailed a year ago 
for signing superstar J ohn 
Tavares and they ended 
up losing in the first round 
of the playoffs for the third 
stra ig ht year. Ed mo nto n 
and Buffalo, respectively, 
signed Milan Lucie and 
Kyle Okposo to seven-year 
contracts in 2016 and both 
franchises are still flounder¬ 
ing. 'You have to try to sign 
free agents when the time 
is right in terms of the cap 
and cycle of the team," Oil¬ 
ers general manager Ken 
Holland said. "If you think 
you're one or two pieces 
away, you have to take a 
chance." 


Ihe Minnesota Wild took a 
big chance in 2012, signing 
Sc h Pa rise and Ryan Suter 
to 13-year contracts. The 
duo has not been able to 
help the franchise get past 
the second round. 

It is possible, though, for 
a team to invest a lot in a 
player from another team 
in free agency and have 
it pay off with a title. The 
Washington Capitals gave 
Matt Niskanen a seven- 
year, $40.25 million con¬ 
tract in 2014and the defen¬ 
seman helped them hoist 
the Cup fouryearslater.

NEW YORK RANGERS 
Desperate fora shot of tal¬ 
ent and energy, New York 
gave the 27-year-old Pan¬ 
arin a contract that trails 
only Edmonton's Connor 
Me David in money per 
season.

Luongo and makes Florida 
tough to beat each game 
he starts. He led the league 
with nine shutouts and his

NASHVILLE PREDATORS 

Nashville reached the 2017 
Stanley Cup Final and has 
taken a step back since, 
losing in the first round this 
year after a second-round 
exit. The Predators needed 
to give their power play a 
boost even though it cost 
them $56 million overseven 
years to sign Matt Duchene 


PARIS (AP) — Mark Caven¬ 
dish won't get a chance 
this month to overhaul 
Eddy Merckx's record of 34 
stage victories at the Tour 
de France.

LYON, Ranee (AP) — With 
Alex Morgan's cheeky tea¬ 
sipping celebration and 
a postgame mobbing of 
goalkeeper Alyssa Nae¬ 
her, the United States has 
moved a step closerto suc¬ 
cessfully defending its la test 
Women's World Cup title. 
Morgan scored the go- 
ahead goal and Naeher 
preserved the 2-1 semifinal 
victory over England by 
smothering a late penalty 
kick Tuesday night. 

The top-ranked United 
States will now face the 
winner of Wednesday's 
semifinal between the 
Netherlands and Sweden 
in the Americans' third 
straight appearance in the 
World Cup title match. 
Christen Press — who start¬ 
ed with Megan Rapinoe 
out with a hamstring injury 
— put the United States up 
early but Ellen White's goal 
tied it before 20 minutes 
had passed. Morgan's sixth 
goal of the tournament 
came before the break, 
and on her 30th birthday. 
She hadn't had a goal 
since she scored five in the 
team's 13-0 rout of Thailand 
to open the tournament. 
After her goal, Morgan 
pantomimed a sip of tea 
on the field. 

"I feel like this team just has 
had so much thrown at us, 
and I felt that we didn't 
take the easy route to the 
final this tournament, and 


that's the tea," she said. 
White's goal was also her 
sixth but Morgan has the 
edge for the tournament's 
Golden Boot with three as¬ 
sists. White appeared to 
score her seventh in the 
69th minute but video re¬ 
view determined she was 
offside — and the Ameri¬ 
ca ns in the c nowd of 53,512 
atStade de Lyon roared. 
Another video review went 
against the United States 
late in the game when it 
determined Becky Sauer- 
brunn had fouled White in 
the penalty area. England 
captain Steph Houghton's 


penalty shot was stopped 
by a diving Naeher in the 
84th minute. 

It was the first penalty kick 
saved by a U.S. goalkeeper 
in regulartime atthe World 
Cup. At the final whistle, 
the team mobbed Naeher 
in front of the goal in cele¬ 
bration. Rapinoe gave her 
a bearhug. 

The mild-mannered goal¬ 
keeper was asked after¬ 
ward if it was the biggest 
save of her life. "Probably 
up there, yeah," she said 
smiling. 

"It's a special team and 
everybody fought hard 


tonight for all 90 minutes. 
Players on the field, play¬ 
ers on the bench, ready 
to come in and make dif¬ 
ferences," Naeher said. 
"Obviously Christen com¬ 
ing in and starting tonight 
and scoring a great goal 
was huge forus. And I think 
it's just a testament to the 
team." 

The Americans have been 
to the semifinals of all eight 
World Cups, and they've 
won the trophy three times, 
more than any nation. 
The U.S. team's lone loss in 
a World Cup title match 
came to J a pan in 2011. 


Third-ranked England went 
through to the semifinals in 
2015 but fell to Japan be¬ 
fore beating Germany in 
the third-place match for 
the Uonesses' best finish in 
the tournament. 

"No words that I can say 
tonight will make them feel 
any better," said England 
coach Phil Neville. 

England will play in the 
third-place match on Sat¬ 
urday in Nice against the 
loser of the other semifinal. 
Moments after Tuesday's 
loss, Neville was already 
looking ahead — even to 
next year. 

"My first thought was, 'How 
do we win on Saturday,' 
and my second thought 
was, 'How do we win the 
Olympics?"'he said. 

The United States has won 
11 straight World Cup 
matches and is unde¬ 
feated in its last 16. With 
the quarterfinal victory in 
France, the Americans tied 
Norway's record winning 
streak set over the 1995 
and 1999 tournaments 
The Americans have exud¬ 
ed confidence since arriv¬ 
ing in France. After pounc¬ 
ing on Thailand 13-0 in the 
opener and celebrating 
each goal in the rout, they 
beat nemesis Sweden, the 
team that ousted the Unit¬ 
ed States in the quarterfi¬ 
nals at the 2016 Olympics 
And Rapinoe struck a victo¬ 
rious pose in a 2-1 quarterfi¬ 
nal victory over France on 
Friday night in ParisQ

Ben Simmons is apparently 
about to become the next 
recipient of a big commit¬ 
ment from the Philadelphia 
76ers 

The All-Star point guard 
and the 76ersare negotiat¬ 
ing a $170 million, five-year 
extension, according to 
a person with knowledge 
of the situation who spoke 
to The Associated Press on 
condition of anonymity 
Tuesday because neither 
the team nor Simmons re¬ 
vealed any details publicly. 
ESPN first reported the ne¬ 
gotiations between Sim¬ 
mons and the 76ers. The 
deal will begin in the 2020- 


21 season. Simmons will 
make about $8.1 million this 
season, the last of his four- 
year rookie deal. Assuming 
the sidesagree on whatwill 
be a full max, Simmons' sal- 
aryforthe following season 
would jump to about $29.3 
million and eventually rise 
to nea rly $39 million in 2024- 
25. It's already been an 
offseason of big financial 
commitments for Philadel¬ 
phia, which will sign Tobias 
Harris to a $180 million, five- 
year deal and add Al Hor- 
ford on a four-year deal 
that could reach $109 mil¬ 
lion. Those dealscannot be 
finalized until the league's 
moratorium ends Saturday 


at noon Eastern. 

Simmons was the No. 1 
overall pic kin the 2016draft 
and wound up making his 
NBA debut in the 2017-18 
season, earning Rookie of 
the Yearhonors. He wasan 
All-Star for the first time last 
season, and hasaveraged 
16.4 points, 8.5 rebounds 
and 7.9 assists in his two on- 
court seasons. 

Simmons' extension, when 
finalized, will push the 
amount of money com¬ 
mitted to point guards this 
offseason — either via free 
agency or extensions — 
past the $1.2 billion mark. 
Among the biggest winners 
of that sweepstakes: Port¬ 


land's Damian Liliard got a 
$196 million extension, Den¬ 
ver's] amal Murray got one 
for $170 million and Sim¬ 
mons is on his way to get¬ 
ting the same. 

Philadelphia is 101-58 in 
regular-season games 
when Simmons plays. He's 
had 22 triple-doubles in 
the last two seasons, tied 
for third-most in the league 
with Denver's Nikola Jokic 
and trailing only Oklahoma 
City's Russell Westbrook (59) 
and the Los Angeles Lakers' 
LeBron J ames(26). 

Simmons also has 80 dou¬

Also Tuesday, the 76ers 


agreed with Shake Milton 
on a four-year contract 
and veteran James Ennis 
on a two-year deal. Those 
moves were confirmed by 
a person fa miliar with both 
sets of negotiations and 
who spoke to AP on condi¬ 
tion of anonymity because 
they also cannot yet be fi¬ 
nalized.

Lashley was a junior at Ari¬ 
zona in 2004 when his par¬ 
ents and girlfriend died in 
a plane crash on theirway 
home to Nebraska after 
watching him play in an 
NCAA regional.The mental 
anguish was more than he 
realized. Lashley struggled 
upon turning pro, dabbled 
in real estate during a 
break from golf and then 
began the slow climb back 
through five tours over the 
nextdecade until reaching 
the PGATourasa 34-year- 
old rookie in the faII of 2017. 
Lashley wasn't in the field 
at Detroit. He didn't make 
it through Monday qualify¬ 
ing but stuck around as an 
alternate in case his luck 
changed. 

That's where Berganio en¬ 
ters the picture. 

Berganio has been on a 
medical extension since 
2004 because of a bulging 
disk in hisbackthattook 11 
years to be diagnosed as a 
problem in his hip. He has 
played only 28 times in the 
last 15 years on the PGA 
Tour. 

He was certain the new 
PGA Tour event in Detroit 


would be No. 29 when he 
arrived Monday morning. 
One problem. 

His golf clubs never made 
the connection in Dallas 
and Berganio didn't get 
them until Tuesday night. 
The course is occupied all 
day Wednesday with the 
pro-am. 

"I wasn't able to play a 
practice round," Berganio 
said. "A friend of mine al¬ 
ways says, 'Fail to prepare, 
prepare to fail.' I'm 50. I 
know some kid behind me 
was waiting to get in, and 
I didn't want to take up a 
spot. And then this hap¬ 
pened. He's a former Wild¬ 
cat, as well. The situation 
couldn't have been better." 
Lashley followed that 63 
with a 67, and then he blew 
open the tournament with 
another 63 to build a six- 
shot lead. He started the 
final round with two birdies 
in three holes and was on 
his way to a six-shot victory. 
His sister, Brooke, flew in 
from Phoenix, along with a 
host of friends and family 
from Arizona and Nebras¬ 
ka, to share an emotional 
moment. The victory gives 
Lashley a two-year exemp¬ 
tion on the PGA Tour, along 


with a spot in the British 
Open, Masters and PGA 
Championship. 

"I'm just thankful I got in the 
tournament," Lashley said. 
Berganio neverfeltso hap¬ 
py for not being able to 
play, but only to a point. 
The text messages kept 
pouring in Sunday night 
and into Monday, all filled 
with amazement that a 
withdrawal could change 
someone's life. 

"I didn't change his life," 
Berganio said. "I didn't hit a 
shot." 

All he did was unwittingly 
provide an opportunity. 
It just happened to fall to 
Lashley, who took it from 
there. 

Berganio knows all about 
opportunity. 

He was bom to a 15-year- 
old mother on welfare and 
raised in a housing project 
in Pacoima, California. A 
priest from the Guardian 
Angel Catholic Church 
gave him a starter set of 
Chi Chi Rodriguez clubs 
when Berganio was 12 to 
keep him off the streets 
"He gave me an opportu¬ 
nity to hit all the golf balls 
I wanted," Berganio said. 
"He never hit a shot for me." 


Berganio took it from there. 
He was a two-time winner 
of the U.S. Amateur Pub¬ 
lic Links and played on 
the winning Walker Cup in 
1993, partnering with Todd 
Demsey to win a foursomes 
match against a team 
that included Padraig Har¬ 
rington. 

In three full years on the 
PGA Tour before injuries 
shut him down, Berganio 
had two good chances to 
win. He played in the final 
group of the Byron Nelson 
Classic in 1997 with the 


eventual winner, 21-year- 
old Masterschampion Tiger 
Woods. Five years later, he 
lost in a playoff at the Bob 
Hope Classic to Phil Mickel¬ 
son. 

"I wasn't trying to beat No. 
50 in the world or No. 150 
in the world," he said with 
a laugh. "It was either No. 1 
or2." 

Berganio doesn't spend a 
lot of time looking back at 
what could have been, 
because his past starts long 
before he even got on tour.

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APNewsBreak: Data scientist drops Facebook defamal on suit

Aleksandr Kogan, the data 
scientist at the center of 
Facebook's Cambridge 
Analytica privacy scandal, 
said he is dropping a defa¬ 
mation lawsuit against the 
social network rather than 
engage in an expensive, 
drawn-out legal battle. 
Kogan, 33, sued the so¬ 
cial giant in March, claim¬ 
ing it scapegoated him to 
deflect attention from its 
own misdeeds, thwarting 
hisacademic careerin the 
process. The suit sought un¬ 
specified monetary dam¬ 
ages and a retraction and 
correction of what Kogan 
said were 'false and de- 
fa ma to ry sta te me nts." 

'We thought there was a 
one percent chance they 
would do the right thing," 
Kogan told Ihe Associated 
Press. Facebook is "brilliant 
and ruthless," he added. 


"And if you get in their way 
they will destroy you." 

A Facebook spokesperson 
said the company had "no 
comment to share con¬ 
cerning this development." 
Ihe former Cambridge 
University psychology pro¬ 
fessor created an online 
personality test app in 2014 
thatvacuumed up the per- 
sonaldata ofasmanyas87 
million Facebookusers.Ihe 
vast majority of those were 
unwitting online friends of 
the roughly 200,000 peo¬ 
ple Kogan says were paid 
about $4 to participate in 
his 'ThisIsYourDigital Ufe" 
quiz. 

Cambridge Analytica, a 
political data-mining firm 
founded by conservative 
powerbrokersincluding bil¬ 
lionaire Robert Mercerand 
former White House aide 
Steve Bannon, paid Ko¬ 
gan $800,000 to conduct 
his research and to pro¬ 


vide the firm with a copy of 
the data. The project's aim 
wasto create voter profiles 
based on Facebook users' 
online behavior to help in 
tailored political-ad target¬ 
ing, according to Christo¬ 
pher Wylie, a former data 
scientist at the firm. 

In March 2018, when the 
scandal broke, Facebook 
executives charged that 
Kogan had lied to them 
about how the data he 
harvested would be used. 
Facebook deputy gen¬ 
eral counsel Paul Grewal 
claimed at the time in a 
statement to The New York 
Times that Kogan perpe¬ 
trated "a scam — and a 
fraud." CEO Mark Zucker- 
berg accused Kogan of 
violating Facebookrules'to 
gathera bunch of informa¬ 
tion, sell it or share it in some 
sketchy way." 

Kogan said such accusa¬ 
tions were "either unfair 


or untrue." Facebook shut 
down Kogan's app in late 
2015afteritwasexposed in 
pressaccountsand he said 
he then destroyed hiscopy 
of the rogue data at its re¬ 
quest. But it didn't ban him 
from the social media plat¬ 
form until the Cambridge 
Analytica scandal broke 
la st year. 

Evidence presented to a 
U.K. parliamentary commit¬ 
tee indicated that Cam¬ 
bridge Analytica had not 
deleted the Kogan-ac¬ 
quired dataseton 30 million 
Facebook users by Febru¬ 
ary 2016. Britain's Informa¬ 
tion Commissioner's Office 
said Cambridge Analytica 
used some of that data 
'to target voters during the 
2016 U.S. presidential cam¬ 
paign process." Data col¬ 
lected included age, gen¬ 
der, posts, email addresses 
and pages users "liked," 
depending on theirprivacy 


setting, the regulatorsaid. 
Cambridge Analytica 
worked for the eventual 
2016 GOP presidential 
nominee, Donald Trump. 
Had Trump not won the 
election, "my life (would 
be) very different," Kogan 
said. 

Kogan and otherdevelop- 
ers say Facebook allowed 
such wholesale gathering 
of friend data at the time, 
although access was later 
throttled backforall but se¬ 
lect partners 

'They created these great 
tools for developers to col¬ 
lect the data and made it 
very easy. This is not a hack. 
This was'Here's the door. It's 
open. We're giving away 
the groceries. Please col¬ 
lect them," Kogan told CBS 
News' 60 Minutes la st year. 
Otherdeveloperstell similar 
tales of Facebook's lax atti¬ 
tude toward userdata and 
their own naive complic¬ 
ity. If true, Facebook would 
have been in direct viola¬ 
tion of a 2011 consent or¬ 
der with the Federal Trade 
Commission for allowing 
third-party apps like Ko- 
gan'sto collect data on us¬ 
ers without their knowledge 
orconsent. 

Kogan's university appoint¬ 
ment ended in September, 
hiscompany hasgone bust 
and he has been doing 
freelance programming, 
he said. "I think it would 
be damn near impossible 
to get an academic job," 
Kogan said by phone from 
Buffalo, New York, where 
he currently lives with his 
wife. 

Facebook's privacy trans¬ 
gressions are also the sub¬ 
ject of investigations in Eu¬ 
rope and by a number of 
U.S. state attorney gener¬ 
als Canada has sued the 
company over its alleged 
failure to protect userdata, 
as has the attorney gen¬ 
eral of the District of Co¬ 
lumbia.

Ray Robertson's debt- 
payoff journey involves 
two fateful conversations 
across the ocean from 
where he grew up. 

The first was a blind date 
with his future wife, Bailey. 
Ray had moved from Can¬ 
terbury, England, to the 
Nashville, Tennessee, area 
fora soccer scholarship at 
Martin Methodist College 
and met Bailey soon after 
graduating in 2012. The 
second meeting wasabout 
a year later, Thanksgiving 
2013, when Ray asked Bai¬ 
ley's father for his marriage 
blessing. 

He got the blessing — with 
a stipulation. Bailey's fa¬ 
ther wanted the couple 
to enroll in Dave Ramsey's 
Financial Peace Univer¬ 
sity. The two signed up for 
the video-based money 
course in 2014 and found 
it to be "life-changing," Ray 
says They began learning 
how to budget, hold each 
otheraccountable and set 
goals, including paying off 
about $33,000 in combined 
debts. 

The Robertsons began 
tackling these debts in Au¬ 
gust 2014, after moving to 
Houston, where Ray made 
about $55,000 as project 
manager for a hospital in 
the Texas Medical Center. 
Bailey's substitute teaching, 
paired with a handful of 
tutoring sessions and Ray's 
occasional refereeing, 
added roughly $5,000 in 
annual income, although 
thatfigure fluctuated. Each 
month, the couple threw 
about $1,500 toward their 
debt and paid extra after 
receiving their tax refunds 
and selling Ray's car and 
other items. 

This aggressive payoff strat¬ 
egy, along with a lean 
lifestyle, tight partnership 
and plenty of planning, 
enabled the Robertsons to 
eliminate their consumer 
debt in 18 months Now 
Ray, 31, and Bailey, 29, are 
back in Nashville, where 
they own a home a nd ra ise 
their 15-mo nth-old son, Cal- 
lum. 

Bailey and Ray, who is now 
a personal finance coach 
in addition to working as a 


product manager, recent¬ 
ly connected with Nerd- 
Wallet to share their story, 
which may inspire yourown 
journey in paying off debt. 
WHAT VUAS YOUR TOTAL 
DEBT WHEN YOU STARTED 
YOUR REPAYMENT JOUR¬ 
NEY, AND WHATIS IT NOW? 
Ray: We had a little over 
$33,000 in consumer debt: 
About $18,000 for Bai¬ 
ley's student loans, nearly 
$14,000 for a car loan, 
about $800 for a bank loan 
balance, and a little over 
$400 for an immigration 
lawyer. 

We completely paid off this 
debt between August 2014 
and February 2016. Now, 
our only liability is a mort¬ 
gage, which has a current 
balance of $299,000. Our 
goal is to pay that off by 
2030. 

WHAT WAS YOUR DEBT- 
PAYOFF STRATEGY? 

Ray: We utilized the debt 
snowball — we listed our 
debts from smallest to 
largest in value, and then 
worked through them. So 
for us, that meant tackling 
the balance for the immi¬ 
gration lawyer, then the 
personal loan, followed by 
the auto loan and finally 
student loans. The momen¬ 
tum of paying off these 
debts kept us motivated. 
DID YOU USE ANY TOOTS 
TO HELP YOU TRACK YOUR 
PAYMENTS? 

Ray: When we first started 
our journey, I used an Ex¬ 
cel spreadsheet with tabs 


for income, expenses and 
debts. Then Dave Ramsey 
dropped hisapp called Ev- 
eryDollar, which did every¬ 
thing my spreadsheet did. 
So I was an early adopter 
of that a nd still use it to this 
day. 

WHAT WAS YOUR UFESTYLE 
UKE WHILE YOU TACKLED 
YOUR DEBTS? 

Ray: We truly lived like no 
one else. While our friends 
were going out to dinner, 
we were cooking; when 
they were at happy hour, 
we were working our sec¬ 
ond jobs; when they were 
buying new cars, we were 
budgeting every dollar to 
throw as much at debt as 
possible. 

DO YO U HAVE A NY REG RETS 
FORUVING THIS WAY? 

Bailey: No regrets. We are a 
very goal oriented couple, 
and we try to think about 
where we want to be in 
five years. Knowing that we 
missed out on a few things 
early on doesn't compare 
to our financial freedom 
right now. 


Ray: I have no regrets now, 
because it's a lot nicer on 
the other side. I think back 
to then, and I definitely 
could have been a bitover 
the top. I was so into it — I 
just wanted to be done 
with debt. But, we wouldn't 
be where we are right now 
without making those sac¬ 
rifices It really set us up for 
future success, and it made 
us grow up a lot quicker.

NASA launches 
Orion crew capsule 
to test a bort system

CAPE CANAVERAL, Ha. 
(AP) — NASA conducted a 
full-stress launch abort test 
Tuesday forthe Orion cap¬ 
sules designed to carry as¬ 
tronauts to the moon. 

The capsule wasempty for 
the morning demo, which 
officials said appeared to 
be successful. 

Barely a minute after liftoff 
from Cape Canaveral Air 
Force Station, the abort 
motor fired, pulling the 
capsule from the booster 
about 6 miles (10 kilome¬ 
ters) up. "The capsule con¬ 
tinued upward another 2 
miles (3 kilometers), then 
flipped to jettison the abort 
tower. 

NASA chose not to use 
parachutes to keep this 
test version of the capsule 
simple and thus save time, 
and so it crashed into the 
Atlantic at 300 mph (480 
kph) as planned, the three- 
minute test complete. 
Twelve data recorders 
popped off in bright or¬ 
ange canisters before im¬ 
pact, forocean retrieval. 
"By all accounts, it was 


magnificent,"said program 
manager Mark Kirasich. It 
will take a few months to 
go through all the data 
collected by the hundreds 
of vehicle sensors, he said. 
NASA aims to put astro¬ 
nauts back on the moon 
by 2024 using its still-in-de¬ 
velopment Space Launch 
System, orSLS, rocket. Tues¬ 
day's test represents "a re¬ 
ally great, great step for¬ 
ward today for the team," 
Kirasich said. 

"This was the second abort 
test for Orion, conducted 
at a speed of more than 
800 mph (1,300 kph). "The 
first, in New Mexico in 2010, 
waslowerand slower. 

A launch abort system on 
a Russian rocket saved the 
lives of two astronauts last 
October. They launched 
again in December, this 
time making it to the In¬ 
ternational Space Station, 
where they're still working. 
"It had been 35 yearssince 
anyone on the planet had 
had to exercise theirlaunch 
abort system," NASA astro¬ 
naut Randy Bresnik told re¬ 
porters Monday. □

Don't recall Apollo 11? Global 
festivities have you coveted

You can run a race, hit a 
museum, shoot off a rocket 
or count down to the mo¬ 
ment 50yearsago thatNeil 
Armstrong first stepped foot 
on the moon. 

There's no shortage of 
events and exhibits cel¬ 
ebrating the historic moon 
landing. Museums, galler¬ 
ies, concert halls, movie 
theaters and towns with an 
Apollo 11 connection will 
be marking the anniversary 
over the next few weeks, 
particularly for the J uly 16 
launch, J uly 20 moon land¬ 
ing and J uly 24splashdown. 
In downtown Wapako- 
neta, Ohio — Armstrong's 
birthplace — the festivities 
include the Moon Festi¬ 
val Pageant, a Run to the 
Moon race and a "Wink at 
the Moon" concert, a nod 
to his family's request after 
Armstrong died in 2012. 

In Huntsville, Alabama, 
where the Saturn V rocket 
was developed, there'll 
be dancing in the streets. 
Residents will moonwalk 
down the roads of "Rocket 
City," reliving the day they 
danced in the streets in 
1969. 

"The U.S. Space and Rocket 
Center is also going for a 
world record. On July 16 


at 8:32 a.m. local time, ex¬ 
actly 50 years after Apollo 
11 astronauts blasted offfor 
the moon, the museum will 
attempt to set a Guinness 
World Record by launching 
5,000 model rockets simul¬ 
taneously. 

"It's going to be epic," said 
Pat Ammons, spokeswom¬ 
an forthe museum and its 
popular space camp. The 
cardboard rockets will be 
set up in circles represent¬ 
ing the five F-l enginesthat 
propelled Saturn V into 
space. 

The museum has also in¬ 
vited space fans around 
the world to launch their 
own rockets that day. So 
far, people from 29 coun¬ 
tries have joined, including 
Argentina, Vietnam and 
China, Ammons said. 

NASA will mark the occa¬ 
sion on the eve of the land¬ 
ing a nniversa ry with a live, 1 
V^hourbroadcaston NASA 
TV from several sites, includ¬ 
ing Kennedy Space Center 
in Florida, the launch site 
for Apollo 11 crew of Arm¬ 
strong, BuzzAldrin and Mi¬ 
chael Collins. 

The Astronaut Scholarship 
Foundation is throwing an 
astronaut golf tournament, 
astronaut parade and as¬ 
tronaut pub crawl in Flor¬ 
ida. And there's nowhere 


better to leam about the 
moon landing than the 
Wings Over the Rockies 
Air and Space Museum's 
weeklong "Apollopalooza " 
in Denver. 

Peanuts character Snoopy 
will make appearances 
in his astronaut regalia at 
Comic Con in San Diego 
and at Space City in Tou¬ 
louse, France forthe count¬ 
down to man's first steps. 
Can't join Snoopy? NASA's 
Johnson Space Center in 
Houston and the Armstrong 
Museum in Wapakoneta 
will do public countdowns 
as well. And as part of 
their weeklong celebra¬ 
tions on the National Mall, 
the Smithsonian National 
Airand Space Museum will 
host 'The Eagle Has Landed 
,"a free late-night celebra¬ 
tion with scavenger hunts, 
stargazing and a count¬ 
down. 

Some of the world's fa mo us 
art galleries a re also joining 
in the fun. Iconic and some 
rare drawings, paintings, 
films, astronomical instru¬ 
ments, photographs and 
even cameras that were 
flown in space will go on 
display.

Academy welcomes 842 new members, 
half of them women

NEW YORK (AP) — The 

Academy of Motion Pic¬ 
tures Arts and Sciences 
on Monday invited 842 
members from 59 countries 
to the Oscars organiza¬ 
tion and, for the first time, 
reached gender parity in 
its new class of inductees. 
Half of the new invitees 
to the film academy are 
women. In 10 of the 17 
branches — including the 
directing, writing and pro¬ 
ducing branches — more 
women than men were 
invited. This year's class of 
new membersalso includes 
29%people of color. 
That'sa notable turnaround 
foran organization that has 
sought to diversity its ranks 
following criticism for all- 
white acting nominees in 
2015 and 2016. Since 2015, 
the group's overall female 


membership has grown 
from 25%to 32% the acad¬ 
emy said. Overall member¬ 
ship of people of color has 
doubled, from 8%to 16% 

To aid in the swift overhaul 
of the academy, the group 
last year invited a record 
928 members. While small¬ 
er, this year's class still ranks 
as one of the academy's 
largest in its 92-year history. 
New invitees include Lady 
Gaga, Sterling K. Brown, 
Claire Foy, Letitia Wright, 
Tom Holland and Adele. 
Newly invited directors in¬ 
clude 'Crazy Rich Asians" 
filmmaker Jon Chu, "The 
Babadook" director J enni- 
fer Kent and the filmmak¬ 
ing duo of Phil Lord and 
Chris Miller. 

If most accept their in¬ 
vites, the film academy will 
number more than 9,000 
members.O

often portrayed as out of 
step and self-medicating, 
usually with a beerorwine. 
Or they're sociopaths, like 
one fatherwho hasa video 
collection of his rapes In 
the absence of any helpful 
adults, Rue gives tutorials 
about how to beat a drug 
test or the finer points of 
sexting. 

She takes whatever she 
can to reach nothingness 
— cocaine, psychedelics, 
oxycodone, liquid valium 
orfentanyl. "I know you're 
not allowed to say it, but 
drugs are kinda cool," she 
explains in the second epi¬ 
sode. "I mean, they're cool 
before they wreckyourskin 
and your life and yourfam- 
ily." 

Levinson, the 34-year-old 
son of director Barry Levin¬ 
son, drew on his own strug¬ 
gles with addiction, and 
said it was important for 
him to show the relief that 
drugs can bring to some¬ 
one who suffers from anxi¬ 
ety ordepression — aswell 
asthe pain. 


"Portraying it in an honest 
way is the best way to cre¬ 
ate empathy for addicts 
and their families, because 
I believe empathy is the 
only way thatwe can com¬ 
municate," he said. 

The portrait of teens that 
emerges is frightening — 
lots of drugs and sexual 
activity, but with a skewed 
vision of sex since they're 
raised on pom. They're 
also addicted to devices, 
sharing explicit videos and 
photos "It's2019 and unless 
you're Amish, nudesare the 
currency of love," we are 
told. "So stop shaming us." 
It's a rough ride that even 
the stars of the show feel. 
'There are some days 
where I go home and 
I'm tired and I'm like, 'All 
I did was cry today,"' the 
22-year-old Zendaya said. 
"I just need to hibernate for, 
like, three days and watch 
'Harry Potter.'" 

On the night the show pre¬ 
miered, the actress tweet¬ 
ed a warning, noting it was 
designed for "mature audi¬ 
ences" She added: "It's a 
raw and honest portrait of 
addiction, anxiety and the 
difficulties of navigating life 
today." 

The conservative advoca¬ 
cy group Pa rents Television 
Council issued a warning, 
calling out HBO for"overtly, 
intentionally, marketing ex¬ 
tremely graphic adult con¬ 
tent — sex, violence, pro¬ 
fanity and drug use — to

'Golden Girted appears to get better with pop culture age

Alexandra Wilkinson was 
only 2 months old when 
'The Golden Girls"ended its 
television run in 1992. 

But she became a fan last 
year while taking a course 
called 'Women and Aging: 
Lessons from the Golden 
Girls" at California State Uni¬ 
versity, Long Beach. Now 
she streams episodes on 
Hulu. She owns a 'Golden 
Girls" T-shirt. And when she 
graduated recently with 
a master's degree in ger¬ 
ontology, she decorated 
her cap with a picture of 
'Golden Girl" Sophia along 
with the sardonic Sicilian's 
trademark phrase, "Picture 
it." 

"I was amazed at how 
this TV show from before I 
was bom really related to 
so many topics I'm learn¬ 
ing about right now," said 
Wilkinson, 27. "It doesn't 
even matter what they're 
talking about, whether it's 
a serious concept or not. 
Their personalities just have 
a way of bringing humor 
into everything." 

The class, which finished 
its second year in May, is 
the latest example of the 
surprising pop culture lon¬ 
gevity of Dorothy, Blanche, 
Rose and Sophia. 

The Emmy-winning series 
revolved around four older 
women living together in 
Miami. It starred Bea Ar¬ 
thur, Rue McClanahan, 


Estelle Getty and Betty 
White, who is the only liv¬ 
ing cast memberatage 97 
(White, through her agent, 
declined an interview re¬ 
quest). The show aired on 
NBC from 1985-1992. 

Just in the last few years, 
however, there's been a 
wave of merchandising, 
from a trivia game to Chia 
pets. Funko, known for its 
Pop dolls of sci-fi and fan¬ 
tasy characters, created 
'Golden Girls" figures, a 
limited-edition cereal and, 
most recently, PEZdispens¬ 
ers. In 2015, a fan built an 


unofficial Lego set of the 
women in their home. Next 
February, a 'Golden Girls" 
theme cruise will launch 
from — where else? — Mi¬ 
ami. 

Marsha Posner Williams, a 
co-producer on the series' 
first three seasons, said the 
creators simply set out to 
tell stories about an often- 
overlooked segment of the 
population. 

'This was a way of show¬ 
ing that even though you 
might be of a certain age, 
you're not dead," Williams 
said. 'You're full of life, full 


of laughter, full of sarcasm 
and it can be quite joyful." 
Unlike the '80s fashions 
worn in the show, the dia¬ 
logue still holds up, Williams 
said, resonating with many 
people, from the gay com¬ 
munity to millennia Is 
"All the issues are so real 
that they talk about, even 
though it was 35 years 
ago,"she said. 

H. Alan Scott of Los Angeles 
has co-hosted a 'Golden 
Girls" podcast forfouryears 
called 'Out On the Lanai," 
a reference to the patio 
where the women would 


often talk. He also stages 
drag shows as Sadie Pines, 
a riff on the fictitious Shady 
Pines retirement home 
where Sophia used to live. 
He calls the show 'timeless 
in a lot of ways because 
they weren't necessar¬ 
ily topical in the jokes they 
did." 

Maria Claver, a gerontol¬ 
ogy professor who cre¬ 
ated the CSU Long Beach 
class with colleague Long 
Wang in spring 2018, thinks 
nostalgia is one reason 
'The Golden Girls" endures 
Many fans who watched 
when it originally aired are 
now in orfacing theirgold- 
en years. And the episodes 
have been helpful illustra¬ 
tions fo r he r stud e nts 
"I think one of the strengths 
of using a show like 'Gold¬ 
en Girls' is that you can ad¬ 
dress sometimes uncom¬ 
fortable or difficult topics 
with humor," Claver said. "I 
think that makes students 
comfortable to talk about 
things like sexuality among 
older women." The weekly 
class touched on subjects 
like menopause, addic¬ 
tion, sexuality, dementia 
and caregiving. Claver 
and Wang would screen 
a relevant episode and 
then lead a discussion. 
There were guest speak¬ 
ers, including Williams. Asa 
super-fan, Claver a Iso can't 
help but delight in turning 
students on to the show's 
enterta inment va lue.Q 


'Evergreen' is a textured, emotionally charged tale

"Evergreen," by Howard 
Owen (Perma nent Press) 
When Willie Black was 15 
months old, his father, Artie 
Lee, was killed in an appar¬ 
ent automobile accident. 
That's a II Willie — police re- 
porterfora Richmond, Vir- 
gina, newspaper — knows 
about his dad. He's never 
been curious about the 
man. 

That changes when Wil¬ 
lie's a unt on his father's side 
summons him to herdeath- 
bed. She's been tending 
Artie's grave in Evergreen, 
an abandoned cemetery, 
and now it's up to Willie to 


inherit the chore. 

Readers of Howard Owen's 
underappreciated Wil¬ 
lie Black novels already 
know that Willie's father 
was black, that his mother 
was white, and that they 
weren't allowed to marry 
in 1960s Virginia. But in "Ev¬ 
ergreen," the eighth book 
in the series, they'll grow as 
curiousasWillie aboutwhat 
really put Artie in hisgrave. 
Finding out is no easy task. 
Willie's mother won't say 
and urges Willie to drop it. 
Artie's old pals reminisce 
about his saxophone play¬ 
ing but clam up about his 
death. 

The police chief says there 


were rumors that the car 
crash was no accident but 
has no details 
Old newspaper files a re no 
help. The death of a black 
man didn't merit a news 
story in 1961 Virginia. 
Patiently, Willie squeezes 
a few minor details from 
townsfolk old enough to 
remember Artie. Each time 
he gets a scrap of informa¬ 
tion, he circles back, tell¬ 
ing the witnesses what he 
knowsand teasing outa bit 
more. 

He does this so skillfully that 
it is a pleasure to watch him 
work. 

Eventually, he lea ms that 
Artie's death was connect¬ 


ed to a Ku Klux Klan rally, a 
car bombing and a series 
of betrayaIs by friends and 
relatives who were threat¬ 
ened by racist police offi¬ 
cers unless they talked. The 
result is a conclusion that is 
both wrenching and satis¬ 
fying. 

Readers seeking the thrills 
of most popular crime fic¬ 
tion won't find it here. In¬ 
stead, they will find a tex¬ 
tured, emotionally charged 
tale about coming to terms 
with growing up biracial 
in America told in the pre¬ 
cise language of a writer 
who honed his craft during 
44 years in the newspaper 
business.^

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State mapmaker brings creativity, whimsy to Ohio toad maps

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — If 

your summer travel plans 
involve traveling through 
Ohio and you're still a fan 
of pa per maps, it'stime you 
met Bruce Hull. 

He's the guy who's been 
injecting visual flair, handy 
information and a hidden 
bit of his own family history 
into Ohio's road maps for 
almost two decades. Hull's 
artistry has appeared on 
millions of maps helping 
drivers navigate the state, 
which hasthe nation's busi¬ 
est highway system after 
California, Texas and Flori¬ 
da. 

As a layout design artist 
with the Ohio Department 
of Transportation since 
1989, Hull hascreative con¬ 
trol over the map's look 
and feel. He selects the im¬ 
ages, the design, the pa¬ 
per, even the type of fold 
that's used. 

"Initially, my goal was to 
go to either New York, Chi¬ 
cago or San Francisco, 
because those were the 
big advertising meccas at 
the time,"said Hull, 60, who 
studied advertising at the 
Columbus College of Art 
& Design. 'Then life hap¬ 
pened." 

Hull fell in love, got married 
and had a daughter. 

He also happened to like 
the variety of his job in com¬ 
munications at the Trans¬ 
portation Department, 
putting together posters, 
newsletters, in-house pub¬ 
lications and visual panels 


for road, rail and motorcy¬ 
cle maps that, back then, 
were assembled by an out¬ 
side consultant. 

In those early days, photos 
were black-and-white, film 
wasdeveloped in labs, lay- 
outswere by hand and col¬ 
or was added using sheets 
of film cuf fo fit. Anything 
resembling desktop pub¬ 
lishing was a thing of the 
future. 

"Nothing was ever too 
technical because it was 
just impossible to do at the 
time,"said Hull. 

The first map he designed 
on his own came in 2001- 
2002. "That's also when Hull 
began what would be¬ 
come an inside joke on the 


maps: including a photo of 
hisdaughter. 

"Because we had seat belt 
laws, I was looking for a 
stock picture of a kid in a 
car seat. I found one, but 
it was $160," he said with 
an easy laugh. "The depart¬ 
ment balked at the ex¬ 
pense. "So I thought, well, 
I've got a 6-year-old. I'll just 
throw herin the backofthe 
van and take her picture." 
Ashley Hull has appeared 
in every state map since. 
Unbeknownst to most of 
the general public, they've 
been watching her grow 
up — in photoswhile camp¬ 
ing, biking, driving or laugh¬ 
ing with high school friends 
"She'sthe most famous per¬ 
son you've never heard of," 
said department spokes¬ 
man Matt Bruning. 

Hull acknowledges that his 
daughter's generation — 
she's 25 now — has largely 
abandoned printed maps 
In the 1990s, Ohio printed 
5.25 million maps on aver¬ 
age during each four-year 
gubernatorial term. By last 
year, that figure had fallen 
to 2.25 million. 

But, with a Dad who's the 
state mapmaker, aban¬ 
doning paper wasn't an 
option for Ashley. 

"When she first got her car, 
she wanted a GPS. So I 
said, well, you leam to read 
this first," he said, brandish¬ 
ing one of his paper road 
maps "I showed her these 
are the interchanges, these 


little numbers are the dis¬ 
tances between inter¬ 
changes, things like that. In 
case your power dies, you 
won't get lost." 

And those who know Ash¬ 
ley do recognize her from 
the map, she said. 

"It's not like my picture's in 
"Time magazine or some¬ 
thing," she said. "But it's just, 
it's cute to have people 
point out like, 'Hey I found 
you in this information cen¬ 
ter at this park because 
you're on the map.'" 

If you work a nywhere nea r 
Hull's heavily adorned cubi¬ 
cle, you also might be co¬ 
opted into helping out. To 
determine the fold he'll use, 
for example, Hull said he 


slaps a piece of blank pa- 
perfolded in an accordion 
or trifold into a co-worker's 
hand then watches them 
try to unfold it. "The least 
cumbersome fold prevails 
The process of creating a 
new map begins with state 
cartographers, who pro¬ 
duce the actual road map. 
Then a host of other state 
departments provide con¬ 
tent, such as lists of High¬ 
way Patrol posts or state 
campgrounds, and a mes¬ 
sage from the governor. 
Once all that material is 
in hand, Hull has free rein 
over the remaining spac¬ 
es. One year, his design 
resembled the front of a 
refrigerator packed with 
photos of Ohio attractions 
He always works to make 
featured venues reflect the 
d iversity of the sta te's ra c ia I 
and ethnic groups, its rural, 
urban and natural land¬ 
scapes and its cultural and 
recreational offerings. 
Another of Hull's maps fea¬ 
tured Ohio emblems, such 
asthe state mammal, bird, 
insect and flower. Other 
versions have featured 
Ohio's scenic byways and 
Ohio's Native American 
tribes. 

During the state's bicen¬ 
tennial year, in 2003, Hull 
adorned the map with a 
timeline of Ohio history. 
That included another sly 
family reference: A photo 
of his great-grandmother, 
Sophia Mitchell , the first 
blackwoman to serve asa 
mayor in the stateO
